boly Father, 
¢ “THE conftant Endeavours of your Holinefs to 
* procure Peace to Europe, are always equally 
acceptable to us. We have no:hing more at Heart 
“ than to fecond your Inftances, and are not un- 
willing on .our Part to make any Sceps towards 
“the rendering them fuccefsfull As we did what 
“ we could that the War might not be begun, fo we 
* thall continue to feek all Occafions to end it by 
* the moft {peedy and moft effetual Means. Your 
* Beaticude has Seen inform’d that we have feveral 
* Times already made Advances to attain fo geod 
‘an End. owing to the Unappynefs of thefe 
* Times, that Catholick Princes withheld by Fear 
‘ of difpleafing their Allies, ftill refufe to hearken 
* to the holy Exhortations of the Vicar of Jefus 
‘ Chrift. When we referr'd to the Arbitration of 
‘ your Hlolinefs to adjuft the Rights of the Em- 
* perour, and to award him a Compenfation ont of 
* the Dominions of the Monarchy of Spain, the Mi- 
‘ nifters of your Beatitude were commiflion’d to 
‘ propofe it to that Prince. With what Havghri- 
did he reject the Propofition ? He made ex- 
orbitant Demands, peremptorily requiring our 
* Grandion to be recali’d. Who could believe moft 
* holy Bather that fo arrdgant an Anfwer would 
* have been return’d, in Scorn of your Miniftry and
